ernment .is told to its face that this 
Jaw. cannot be enforced. But, as Mr. 
Coo.ipcr said, no Government could 
“suffer such flouting of its authority 
and be a Government worthy to- be 
go named if it did not respond by the 
fullest exertion of its power to compel 
@verybody under its. jurisdiction. to 
respect the law and to submit to it. 
_ This is.the sum and substance of 
what the President. said to the Gov-

INCREASING MOBILITY. 

The report of the Transit Commis- 
sion for the year ended June 30, 1928, 
shows that there has been an increase 
in the number of passengers carried on 
surface, subway and elevated ‘transit 
lines over the previous year. But there 
has been a phenomenal {ncrease, not 
only absolutely but relatively, during 
the last fifty years. The “ average 
resident ’’ (and this all-embracing 
term must include ‘the stranger with-. 
in the gates) takes ten times as many 
rides in public transit cars during 
the year as he did ten years ago. 
Back in 1860 he took only 48. rides 
in a year; that is, less than one a 
week. Now he takes 456 rides, which 
is more than one a day for every 
man, woman and child inthe city. 
Besides all this, the streets are daily 
congested with private cars that must 
also- carry. many more than ten times 
a8 many passengers as rode in the 
horse-drawn carriages of. a, half cen- 
tury. ago. ’ 

This increase is due chiefly, no 
doubt, to the greater distances which 
most people have td travel because 
of the growth of the city. But it is 
also attributable, in some part at 
least, to ‘an increase in the habit of 
riding.” Whether this latter is due, 
in turn, to laziness and the consequent 
yielding to the temptation of a seat 
or a strap, or is to be accounted for 
by what Mr. Hvones calls the “ re- 
lentless need for motion,’’ it is a re- 
grettable tendency from every point 
of view except that of ‘the income of 
the transit companies: And even 
some of these, having reached’ the 
point of saturation for théir lines, 
would doubtless welcome a rélief from 
this growing habit. On the other 
hand, there would be a considerable 
economic saving to: individuals as 
well as physical advantage if the 
habit of-walking were revived. 

This advicé discredits the practice 
of a distinguished old New Yorker, 
no longer living, who said that he 
never walked when he could ride, 
never stood when he could sit and 
never sat when he could lie down; 
but if followed, sd far’ at least as 
never riding when one can walk, it is 
likely to promate bodily vigor, rélieve 
lazinéss and at the same time reduce 
the speed at which ‘we are 80 
dangerously going.

But the present danger lies in the ten- 
dency to make up for the past policy 
of ruthlessness by a désire to civilize 
the Indians overnight.

Up 
to’ a late hour ‘last night he had. re> 
ceived no word of the whereabouts of 
Carlo Cancellaro, alleged to be the third 
member of the arson band accused of.

Because of an. engagement before the 
Court of.

He plans at that 
time to present evidence before the

A well-informed golfer has just come 
forward with a suggestion that, if 
carried oft, would do much to stimulate 
interest in the game on this side of the 
watér and at the same time remove 
causes of- criticism.
